Poor Old Used Tax 


Way It's Framed 
It'll Never Pass 


What I am going to say today 
about the proposed Arkansas use 
tax has been said in this column 
before, and was said personally by 
this writer to Governor Sid Mc- 


'Jivlath at the Mid-Winter Associated 
Press roundtable meeting in Little 
Rock November 28. 


I gathered from our press meet- 
ing debate that the publishers of 
the Arkansas Gazette and Arkansas 
Democrat are opposed to any use 
tax whatever. But I have long advo- 
cated its enactment. The trouble 
is, however, 
that each time a 
legislative committee frames a Use 
tax bill, or a state-wide group at- 
tempts to enact it through the Ini- 
tiative & Referendum, the bill takes 
^such an obnoxious form that it is 
•absolutely doomed at the polls— 


for. all new tax measures or in- 
creases in existing taxes are sub- 
ject to popular vote regardless what 
the legislature wishes. 


Despite my warning of November 


28 a sub-committee of the legisla- 
ture has prepared what the Ar- 
kansas Democrat describes as an 
administration bill and which would 
lay a paralyzing hand on all hopes 
of industrial expansion in this state. 
The measure, proposing to levy 
a 2 per cent use tax on all property 
Doming into the state not subject 
to state sales tax, was introduced 
in the senate by Senator Ernest 
Maner of Hot Springs. He explained 
his bill: 


"A construction company build- 
ing a dam in Arkansas buys most 
of its machinery from out of the 
state. This machinery is not sub- 
ject to the state's sales tax but 
under this law it would be subject 
to the use tax at a rate of 2 per 
cent." 


And George Douthit, the writer 


of the Democrat's news story, went 
4bn' to say: 


"The tax also would apply 
to 
machinery, equipment and raw ma- 
terials broi'ght into the state for 
use of industrial and manufactur- 
ing concerns." 


Many times we have tried to get 
a use tax. to protect 
Arkansas 
retailers from unfair out-of-state 
competition, extending the 2 per 
cent levy against merchandise re- 
gardless where it is bought 
for 
delivery inside the state. But al- 
ways we have the same result—the 


j~ bill comes up in a form tar re- 
moved from the original purpose 
of the sales tax. The sales tax was 
designed to be a levy against con- 
sumers—not an added tax on top 
of all the normal property taxes 
paid by industry. 


As 1 pointed out November 28 
the drafters of a use tax have to 
recognize a clear-cut line dividing 
consumer goods 
from 
durable 
goods. The first belong to individ- 
uals—but durable goods belong to 
all the business and industry by 
which individuals earn their daily 
fjbread. 


You can't imagine an industry 
with a million dollars worth of 
equipment proposing to locate 
in 
Arkansas if it knows that in addi- 
tion to all normal property taxes 
it will have to pay $20,000 just for 
the privilege of 
setting 
up 
its 
machinery herev But 2 per cent on 
a million dollars does come to $20,- 
000, 
you know. 
The whole point of the sales or 
use tax is that the more consumers 
there are the greater the tax reve- 


, nue for the state. But if we are 
* going to try to levy a special tax 
against industrial machinery, whe- 
ther owned by an Eastern branch 
factory, a local newspaper, or a 
country sawmill, we are in a fail- 
way to decrease the number of con- 
sumers—and under this deal 
the 
state treasury can't win for losing. 


As you surmised, this is just 
another legislative measure that is 
going to take a shellacking at the 
polls.

Get More Race 
Track Money 


Little Rock, Jan.. 22 
'(UP) — 
State Rep. Lloyd E. Darnell's sec- 
ond revenue-producing measure on 
the annual Oaklawn racing meet 
will be introduced in 
the 
house 
early next week. 
Darnell said he planned to toss 


a bill into the hopper which was 
drafted by Comptroller Lee Roy 
Beasley and would increase 
the 


state's share of the .money bet at 
the 30-days of racing. 


Under the present system 85 per 
cent of the money 
wagered goes 
back to the bettor. Ten per cent 
goes to the track management for 
expenses and profit and five per 
cent is collected by the state. 


The new formula would increase 


thp state's take by approximately 
$300,000. 


Here is the way the new plan 
would work: 


The track would recieve $400,000 


and the state $200,000 of the first 
$4,000,000 bet. the state would re- 
ceive $40,000 and the track $20.- 
300 of the second $4,000,000. From 
tha tpoint on the state and track 
would share equally on a 7 1-2 per 
cent basis. Some $12,000,000 poured 
:hrough the parimutuel 
windows 
last season. 


The Hot Springs legislator 
ex- 
plained that the plan would assure 
the management of sufficient funds 
to meet expenses should the meet 
be cut short by bad weather or 
other reasons. 
Earlier Darnell introduced a bill 


giving the state all. of-the-break- 
age or odd cents in connection with 
the betting. The move would boost 
the state's revenue by some $50,- 
000. At the present time the track 
and state split the breaks.

FeediiftPlan 
May Save Snow 
Bound Cattle 


Chicago, Jan. 22 —(UP)—Feder- 
al and slate agencies joined forces 
today in a battle to save almost 
1,000,000 head of sheep and cattle 
from starvation in the deep snow- 
drifts covering western states. 


The air force rushed planes for a 


"feedliCl" operation to drop 
hay 


and grain to the flocks and herds 
where they wallowed flank-deep in 
snow. 


But even as the rescue planes got 


under way, new storms were de- 
veloping in the Rockies. 
No estimate was available of the 


total number of livestock endan- 
gered. But reports indicated 
the 


total 
approached 
1,000,000 
and 


might bu even more. 
The 
total 
value was about $20,000,000. 


It was not known how many ani- 
mals had died already but farm- 
ers tolci of whole herds found dead, 
their carcasses held upright by the 
supporting snow. Other herds died 
in barnyard lots as 
supply lines 
were jammed by big drifts. 


The situation became even worse 


today in Nevada where one-fifth 
of the slate's cattle and half 
its 


sheep were Jnarooned and starv- 
ing. Strong winds all day yester- 
day caused snow lo 
drift 
anew, 
blocking roads that plows had just 
opened. 
Heavy snow fell in Elko County, 


Nev., 
where IfjS.OUO cattle, 
half 


of the state's herds, were grazing 
The 
Elko ranges 
had escaped 
heavy snows thus far but stock- 
men said the storm might put the 
,herds there 'in the same plight as 
| those in other counties.

Cheyenne experts estimated that 


55,200 cattle and 105,000 sheep died 
in Ihe big blizzard 
earlier 
this 


month. The cattle were valued at 
$15.900,000 and the sheep nt $2,100,- 
000. 
No figures were available on 
how many were doomed 
unless 


feed supplies reached them soon. 
Private stockmen

said about 10 per cent of the state's 
sheep and cattle starved 
in 
the 
snows since Jan. 1.

The Doctor 
Says:

A clot or obstruction in one of 
the blood vessels suoplying 
the 
heart muscle is called a coronary 
thrombosis or coronary occlusion. 
This condition is responsible for 


a large proportion of sudden and 
unexpected deaths. Today, how- 
ever, it is realized as never before 
that many who suffer such a heart 
attack can recover to a remarkable 
degree. 


Any living tissue which is de- 


prived of its blood supply will die. 
Consequently, that portion of the 
heart supplied by a blood vessel 
which is shut off by a clot will 
perish. If the area involved is a 
large one. the heart cannot con- 
tinue and sudden deaths occur. If 
the area is small and the heart is 
allowed to rest, two things begin 
to happen. The heart muscle which 
has been killed is replaced gradu- 
ally by strong scar-like tissue. Also 
other blood vessels begin to take 
over some of the functions of the 
cl^sed-off coronary artery. 


Long Rest Needed 
A long period of rest in bed must 


be facrd bv the victim of a coro- 
nary thrombosis. For best results 
this period of rest must be followed 
bv slowly increasing activity — 
p.lso over a .long period of time. 
If the other portions of the coro- 
nary arteries are 
in reasonably 


good rendition, the heart can make 
a good recovery. This is, of course, 
true particularly in those who have 
suffered a coronary 
thrombosis 


comparatively early in life. This 
docs not mean thxt 
carelessness 
about health is justified, but it does 
mean that many victims make re- 
markably good recoveries. 
There are probably some 
who 
have suffered an attack of coro- 
nary thrombosis 
who 
have not 
even known it. 
However, 
the 
symptoms are 
• usually 
severe 


enough, consisiling of pain, pale- 
ness of the skin and weakness so 
that 
medical 
help 
is obtained 
promptly. 
Expert advice is ex- 
tremely important as the pain may 
disappear in a short 
time, even 


without treatment, and give a false 
sense of security. 


QUESTION: What are the causes 
and treatment for rectal tumors? 


ANSWER: 
There are several 
types of rectal tumors, cancer of 
course being by far the most se- 
rious. The causes are not known. 
Treatment is almost always surgi- 
cal removal
